the committee observed with high satisfaction, | 
the manifestations of the spirit of improvement , 
in every town to which they were called. Their 
attention was frequently attracted as they passed | 
trom place to place, by many neat and spacious | 
dwellings,---by new and well-filled barns,---by | 
plantations of thrifty trees Juxuriantly laden with | 
| fruit,—-by extensive fields of corn,---and by 
| numerous reclaimed meadows. 
| The contrast between the present appearance | 
| of these meadows, and that which they exhibited | 





a few years ago, must strike with admiration | - 


| every beholder, who has an eye susceptible of | 
| the attractions of beauty, and a mind eapable | 
of estimating the worth of useful improvement. | 
Some of the meadows which were entered for a} 
premium, have been, within the knowledge of | 
some of the members of the committee, mere | 
swamps and quagmires, in which fregs, serpents | 
aad turtles held a life estate from generation to | 
generation. The only vegetable productions 
were alders and ferns, interspersed with bays, 
and decorated here and there with a few cat- 
| tails, on which a bob-a-link might be tempted to 
|alight to enjoy @ moment's interval of silence. 
From these same swamps, also, were wont to 
issue hordes of guats and musquitous, like the 
| Goths and Vandalls of a former age, to war npon 
civilized humanity. These once unsightly 
swamps are now covered with grass, and affurd 
| exuberant crops of hay for the support of domes- | 
'tie animals. Although the committee would be | 
sorry to give occasion for a suspicion that they 
| are deficient in the milk of human kindness,--and | 
| they flatter themselves that they have as natoral 
an aversion to war as the most enthusiastic 
| members of the Peace Society,---yet they cannot , 
| refrain from expressing their admiration of the | 
| industry and skill which had enabled the proprie- 
| tors of these swamps to extirpate the aboriginal 
| tribes of reptiles and insects, which, for aught | 
| we know to the contrary, had held undisputed | 
| possession thereof, from the day when Noah 
| with his family of creeping and flying things | 
|emerged from the Ark. The Committee pro- | 
| fess to be strict conservatives in principle, and | 
have great regard for ‘‘vested rights,’’ yet they 
| witnessed with unmingled delight certain demon- | 
strations of radicalism in the uprooting of thorns | 
jand brambles, and an apparent determination to 
eradicate the dogwood and ivy and all their rela- | 
tions.

The Committee perceived, also, that the lev- | 
eling principle pervaded the whole community of | 
husbandmen to an extent that is quite alarming | 
to those who think it wrong to disturb the natu- 
rally undulating scenery of barren gravelly |

better than a meadow covered with a carpet of | 
herds grass and clover. Notwithstanding that | 
the Committee are opposed to a horizontal tariff, | 
‘and however unpleasantly the declaration may | 
{strike the minds of some of our aristocratic 

triends, the committee must frankly pronounce | 
their approbation of the prevalent democratic | 
propensity, to produce a horizontal surface, by 
reducing sand-hills to elevate the adjoining bogs | 
and marshes. It was pleasant, moreover, to see | 
a reclaimed meadow of fifteen acres, marked out | 
in squares almost as numerous as those on a| 
chequer board, by ditches, the mud from which | 
had been eenverted to manare, and being spread | 
on dry and barren protuberances, -had trans- | 
formed them to corn-fields and orchards. 

The Committee witnessed with unspeakable 
| delight, the evidences of a growing taste for the 
| cultivation of the various kinds of fruits adapted 

to the soil and climate, and the success which | 
has followed the effort to improve the qualities 
‘and increase the quantity of that sort of food | 
| which nourished our great progenitors in the | 
| garden of Eden. It is said, indeed, the eating 
of an apple by that virtuous pair—-our chaste 
grand parents---in Paradise, brought upon them 
the awful denunciation of an offended Deity, and 
entailed on all their posterity the curse, to eat 
bread in the sweat of their brow ;---but we are 
| loth to believe that, in these degenerate days, 
|any grievous malediction would follow the piac- 
| tice of eating abundantly of the fruit of our vine- 
yards, gardens and orchards. The Committee 
rather incline to the belief that a more free and 
| constant use of the fruits adapted to our soil, 
would be conducive to health, and as far as phy- 
sical nutriment can contribute to the improve- 
ment of the intellectaal powers of man, that a 
diet of fruits is favorable to the refinement of 
taste, the improvement of the mind, the progress 
of moral culture and the general melioration of 
{the human character. While the Committee 
| have seen with pleasure the increasing disposi- 
|} tion among their brethen of the agricultural 
| community to cultivate the apple, the pear, the 
peach ana the plum, they regret that tuey have 
}seen but few and feeble attempts to embellish 
| the roads with forest trees. A few hours at the 
| proper season, devoted to this object, would im- 
prove the scenery adjacent to a farmer's resi- 
|dence. Some one has said, that every one who 
| plants a clump of trees, adds a beauty-spot to the 
face of Nature. We hope that our successors, 
at no distant day, may have the privilege of re- 
cording the names of many who will have 
| shown their grateful affection, by adding these 
embellishments to the already beautiful counte- 
| nance of our common parent. 
In their progress through the country, the at- | 
| tention of the Committee was frequently attract- | 
| ed by noble fields of Indian Corn. We know of | 
| nothing which can render a farm more worthy 
of the Society's premium than a plentiful crop of 
this valuable grain. In the hushandman’s pro- 
| vision for himself, his family and his cattle it is 
| an indispensable article. One of our New Eng- 
| land poets has said that ‘‘all his bones were 
| made of Indian Corn’’—and we cannot doubt 
| that it enters largely into the composition of our 
Yankee blood and muscle, and that its invigo- 
| rating energies give strength and health to the 
sons, and beauty and loveliness to the wives and 
| daughters of New England husbandmen. We 
| compassionate the depravity of taste that cannot 
relish a jonny-cake, and despise the fastidious- 
| ness of appetite that cannot make a supper on 
hasty-pudding.

Tlay ror Cows 1s Summer. An observing, 
intelligent and successful farmer informs us that he 
is in the practice of feeding his cows with hay in 
summer, particularly if the season is such as to _af- 
ford flush pastures. His reasoning is, that a full, 
rapid and vigorous growth of grass gives to cattle 
that feed upon it a desire for something to absorb 
the excess of juice in their food. Dry hay they de- 
vour greedily, and though in never so small quanti- 
ties, evidently with the most beneficial effects. 
Every farmer must have observed that in dry sea- 
sons, horses, cattle and sheep, keep in good condi- 
tion upon herbage parched and apparently scant, 


| while in wetseasons, in tall pastures, though al-, 
| ways full, the process of fattening with them was 


slow. Dry fodder in such cases is required to give 
substance and tenacity to the green, and can be 
profitably used by feeding it to horses and cattle.

INFLUENCE OF RAIL ROADS ON THE 
WEATHER. 

The well known natural philosopher, Dr. 
August, makes the following communication in 
a Berlin Journal on the ** Infiuenee of Rail Roads 
on the Weather.”” When an extended portion 
of the earth’s surface is brought by a net of rail 
road track into connection of electrical conductors, 
the accumulation of electricity in the lower part 
of the atmosphere is prevented, as the iron tracks 
effect a constant electrical equilibrium between 
remote regions. By this means, 4 violent storm 
is rendered unlikely and if one should arise, it 
will undergo a continual if not a considerable 
diminution. Doubtful as the theory of storms 
may be, so much is certain, that their origin is 
in the effort of nature te produce an equilibrium 
of opposite electricities, and that they break out 
with the more violence the greater the intensity 
of the opposition, which is produced beforehand 
by chemical processes that accompany evapora- 
tion. If one of these opposites, the electricity 
of the lower atmosphere for instance, is conduct- 
ed away to other regions, the variation of the 
two is made less and the violence with which 
the equilibrium is established is diminished. By 
being thus conducted away, the influence is 
lessened which the electricity of the lower at- 


| mosphere has on the clouds, and by which it

From Catrrorwza. A letter to the Philadelphia 
North-Amencan, dated on board the Congress, at 
Monterey, Calitornia, July 26th, gives some par- 
uculars not beiore published, of the movements of 
Com. Stockton, and Capt, Fremont, with some 
injormation trom the Saadwich Islands: 

We proceeded irom Callao io the Sandwich Is!- 
ands—made the passage in twenty-eight days, tho’ 
it covers about six thousand miles. We landed 
Mr. Van Eyk, our new Commissioner, and Mr. 
Tirre!i, our new Consul at Honolulu, under ap- 
propriate salutes, and Com. Stockion introduced 
the new Commissioner to the King. We found 
the Missionaries in good health,actively employed, 
and received many kind atieguons from them ; we 
visited all their schools and were highly gratified. 
In these schools are educated those on whom the 
destiny of these islands depends. Nothing struck 
me wihso much force as the b volcanoes 
which threw up these islands to the light of heav- 
en, which ages since became extinct, which
